But the fly in the ointment 
was a finding by the city attorney 
that having the Earth flag on top

“We're not sticking something crazy on top of that 
building,” she assured any historic preservation fans. 

Transmitting with the power of a single light bulb, the 
station should still be able to reach most of Arcata, and 
maybe points beyond, even as far as McKinleyville and 
Eureka, “depending on trees, mountains, buildings, all 
that stuff,” Devaney said. “And we're of course going to 
keep our Internet stream. We have no plans to get rid 
of any of that, so folks everywhere can continue to lis- 
ten.. But we're really looking forward to folks being able 
o tune in in the car and stuff like that.” 

It’s been fun not having to be mindful of FCC regula- 
tions, but going on the air was always a long-term aspi- 
ration, and she believes the station can retain its identity 
through the expansion to radio. 

Adding the broadcast component wasn’t something 
Devaney was actively pursuing, until she attended a 
“Grassroots Radio” conference in Charleston, West 
Virginia last October. “Everyone was talking about this 
window that was opening up with the FCC to apply for a 
low-power station,” she said, the last application period 
having taken place 10 years ago. “So I was like, ‘OK, we 
gotta apply. We're ready’.” 

A December application was approved on Jan. 4 and 
the new call letters, KHHA, claimed on Feb. 5. Having a 
functioning Internet station already in place gave Hum- 
boldt Hot Air a leg up in getting the broadcast side going. 

The pivotal expansion, she believes, can take place with- 
out losing the nascent station’s good-natured and inclusive 
culture. “We are all sorts of different shows,” she said, “and 
I definitely want to hold on to that as we move forward.” 

The eclectic programming and intimate community 
orientation is, for Devaney, a callback to her initial im- 
mersion in college radio as a child. Her father, the leg- 
endary Gregg “Vinny” Devaney, was host of KHSU’s mu- 
sically adventurous Fogou show, among his many other 
unpredictable cultural exploits. 

“T want to keep us very accessible to everyone who 
wants a show in the community,” she said. “The goal is 
that we really reflect all angles of the community, and the 
shows are very different because of that.” 

A glance at the station’s schedule at humboldthotair. 
org affirms that commitment to a motley mix of commu- 
nity interests, from talk and news to hip hop to dad rock. 
Personnel include some KRFH and KHSU veterans as 
well as many zesty, new-to-radio volunteers full of ideas. 

“To me, that’s a college radio vibe — there might be 
two really different shows back-to-back, and you're like, 
‘Whoa, mood change all of a sudden!’ But I’m OK with 
that. I think that’s fun.” 

Just two years in, the tiny station has served as an ef- 
fective training ground, with three former DJs learning 
the ropes and going on to work in professional radio. 

A big challenge is raising the $15,000 to fund the 
broadcast transition. There’s an online fundraiser at ar 
cataplayhouse.networkforgood.com/projects/221823 
-help-us-build-khha-lp-94-7fm-community-radio-in- 
arcata, and grants are possible. Fundraising will contin- 
ue through the coming summer. 

“T’m feeling really good about how much support we’ve 
gotten from the community for all of this,” Devaney said. 
“We're really excited to be taking this step, but I’m still 
an advocate for Internet radio too, so just listening is just 
great also. Just tune in, and if you like a show, text the DJ 
in the studio and let them know. It means a lot.” 

“Remember that it’s not an algorithm,” Devaney said 
of Humboldt Hot Air. “There’s someone performing for 
you when you tune in.” 

Devaney credits early HHA organizer Danielle Orr and 
Playhouse Executive Director Jackie Dandeneau for bring- 
ing her in on the project. And then there’s her father, who 
first infused radio waves into her veins way back when. 

It definitely connects my heart to my dad, for sure,” she 
said. “He would love it, I know he would. So it’s sweet.”

noted by Scott Davies, the 
permit applicant operating 
under the business name 
Ridgefield Events, at an 
April 4 county Planning 
Commission hearing. 

Davies is a longtime res- 
ident of the project site and 
is locally known for having 
donated land to the City of 
Arcata for a 75-acre com- 
munity forest conservation easement. 
He is also a member of Arcata’s Plan- 
ning Commission. 

Davies described the project as 
“low-impact events that bring peo- 
ple to Arcata from around our coun- 
ty, our state and indeed, much of the 
western U.S.” 

He said he and his late wife were 
married at the property and envi- 
sioned it as “a place where people can 
share their love for each oth- 
er, as we did, surrounded by 
stunning natural beauty.” 

A vendor team for the 
events is made up of “local, 
women-owned small busi- 
nesses,” Davies continued, 
employing more than 40 
people for each event. 

He said the permit’s cut- 
off time for the amplified 
music — 9:30 p.m. — is ear- 
lier than that of the county 
and the city, and speakers 
will face inward, directing 
sound away from surround- 
ing properties. 

Written support for the 
project includes some of its 
neighbors and Arcata May- 
or Meredith Matthews. 

She wrote that business- 
es like Ridgefield Events 
“inject essential tourist dol- 
lars into our local economy, support- 
ing our hospitality, dining and retail 
sectors.” 

But the written and in-person com- 
ments also included concerns about 
post-event traffic and noise. 

Fickle Hill Road resident Andrew 
Bezella told commissioners he and his 
wife were “unpleasantly surprised” 
when they learned of the scale of the

cerns. 

After some discussion, 
commissioners focused on 
installation of decibel-read- 
ing noise monitors as a per- 
mit condition. 

Commission Chair Noah 
Levy noted that Davies has 
already been hosting small- 
scale events without com- 
plaints and requiring the 
meters upfront “feels a little exces- 
sive.” 

Commissioners unanimously ap- 
proved the permit, adding a require- 
ment to install noise monitoring de- 
vices if there are more than two noise 
complaints per year.

sidewalk requirement 

Also at the meeting, commis- 
sioners approved an “after the fact” 


coastal development permit for tree 
removal and replanting on a 4.5 acre 
Bayside property. 

According to a staff report, 2.2 
acres of tree clearing met “dead, dy- 
ing and diseased” tree criteria and 
was signed off by the California De- 
partment of Forestry and Fire Protec- 
tion( Calfire). 

Replanting will be done across the 


reason why the county is involved is 
the project site’s coastal zone loca- 
tion. 

But during public comment, Larry 
Glass, who is executive director of the 
Northcoast Environmental Center, 
said he’s familiar with site from living 
near it and also from eyeing the Secu- 
rity National Servicing corporation’s 
plan to include it in a housing devel- 
opment project. 

Glass doubted the “dead, dying 
and diseased” tree designation, tell- 
ing commissioners he observed the 
logging and “I did not see any dead or 
dying trees removed from the site, all 
I saw were vibrant, living, large trees 
removed.” 

But Commissioner Iver Skavdal 
said Calfire’s approvals “puts the 
onus” on the agency to manage the 
logging and replanting. 
Commissioner Lorna Mc- 
Farlane suggested monitor- 
ing for invasive plants be 
done and was the only com- 
missioner to vote against 
the coastal permit approval. 

As for Security National’s 
housing development plans, 
Senior Planner Cliff John- 
son said the company ap- 
plied for and got clearance 
to submit a zoning change 
application two years ago 
but one hasn’t been submit- 
ted. 

He described the request 
to apply for the change as 
being “very speculative.” 

Finally, the commission 
unanimously approved sub- 
dividing a 2.26 acre McKin- 
leyville parcel into four par- 
cels. 

The property is located 
at the intersection of Azalea Avenue 
and Sutter Road. An exemption from 
a county Department of Public Works 
requirement to develop a sidewalk on 
a segment of Azalea Avenue north of 
Sutter Road was requested. 

But commissioners stuck with 
the DPW’s recommendation and ap- 
proved the subdivision with the side- 
walk requirement intact.

Child, Cal Poly Humboldt cele- 
brated the official opening of the 
university’s Trinity Early Learn- 
ing Center, a new hub for two 
long-standing Cal Poly Humboldt 
programs that foster a learning en- 
vironment for young children and 
university students. 

On Saturday, the university 
held a ribbon-cutting ceremony at 
the Trinity Early Learning Center 
on 14th and B streets — the home 
of the Children’s Center, a child 
care program for the University 
community and the Child Devel- 
opment Lab, which is a model pre- 
school for local families and future 
professionals. 

Open since August 2023, the 
Trinity Early Learning Center rep- 
resents the important roles the 
programs play in supporting local 
families and future educators. 

The facility includes play yards, 


educational spaces, support spac- 
es and a commercial kitchen. It 
also features an observation booth 
where Child Development stu- 
dents learn to observe children’s 
behaviors and their development. 
“The new facility has increased 
our ability to provide high-quality 
child care to families in the commu- 
nity, as well as training opportuni- 
ties for the many student assistants 
we employ,” says Betsy Wilson, di- 
rector of the Children’s Center. 
“The facility has supported the 
Child Development Lab’s purpose 
and vision for building a commu- 
nity of learners,” says Hyun-Kyung 
You, Cal Poly Humboldt Child De- 
velopment professor and program 
leader for the Child Development 
Lab. “It offers on-site seminar 
spaces and high-tech observation 
experiences for Child Develop- 
ment practicum and observation 
students. Our families also have 
been using the new facility for par- 
ent education and sharing infor-

mation.” 

The Trinity Early Learning Cen- 
ter is housed in what was originally 
the Trinity Hospital. Built in 1944, 
the building served as the hospital 


until 1972. After being purchased 
by the University, the Trinity An- 
nex was used as classroom space 
until the early 2000s, and then re- 
purposed for campus storage. 

Despite the toll of age and un- 
deruse, the original old-growth 
redwood structure preserved the 
Trinity Annex to the degree that 
renovation was possible. The 
building retained the aesthetic of 
the original west side of the build- 
ing and was rebuilt to complement 
the existing architecture. 

“The project preserved key 
characteristics of the historic Trin- 
ity building while breathing new 
life into the site and the surround- 
ing community,” says Mike Fisher, 
associate vice president of Facili- 
ties Management. 

The project was made possible 
by $8.6 million in funding from 
the state in 2019. The $13 mil- 
lion project was supported with 
additional funding coming from 
the University and other project 


sources. 
About the Children’s Center 
Since 1971, the Children’s Cen- 
ter has continually provided af- 
fordable, subsidized, high-quali- 
ty child care and early education 
programs for young children of 
University students, staff, and fac- 
ulty. The Children’s Center is one 
of the few center-based programs 
in Humboldt County to provide in- 
fant care. 
About the Child Development Lab 
The first and longest national- 
ly accredited preschool program 
in Humboldt County, the lab was 
founded in 1968 by School of 
Home Economics Professor Emi- 
lla Tschantz. In honor of Tschantz, 
her sister, Cara, made an endow- 
ment gift of more than $500,000. 
Today, the CDL is a model pre- 
school that supports and educates 
local families and, at the same 
time, provides Cal Poly Humboldt 
students with opportunities to 
teach and learn from children. 


Flag | Meserve says city ‘chose’ to oppose the will of the people 
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Measure M proponents dispute. 

So, based on old-fashioned values of respecting the will 
of the voters while trying to keep things legal (and Arcata 
out of trouble), the Earth flag has flown on top at City Hall, 
the Plaza and the Community Center while the city filed a 
brief. 

On March 30, 2023 and in a later filing, the city asked 
Humboldt County Superior Court for an impartial ruling 
in the matter. So, in a cross-filing, did Citizens in Support 
of Measure M. 

Both sides restated their arguments to the court in dense 
detail. “Measure M seeks to regulate the City’s speech, not 
the speech of its voters... As such, this speech does not con- 
stitute the speech of Arcata’s voters and must comply with 
state law,” stated a December city filing. 

The pro-M side held that in local elections, voters have 
the power to override federal and state laws via the ini- 
tiative process. “Our position is that a ballot initiative is 
protected speech, under the California Constitution,” said 
Measure M’s foremost proponent, Dave Meserve. 

Last Tuesday, April 2, Judge Tim Canning rendered his 
opinion. “The Court finds and declares that the measure 
approved by a majority of voter in the City which requires 
the City to fly the Earth Flag above the national flag on 
City-owned flag poles on City-owned property, directly 
conflicts with mandatory state law, and is therefore not 


enforceable.” 

In support of that conclusion, Canning cites California 
Government Code, Military & Veteran Code and U.S. Code 
as well as case law in support of the U.S. flag holding the 
“position of first honor,” that being the topmost spot on 
the flagpole. 

Further, states the judge, voters in “political subdivi- 
sions” such as a general law city like Arcata can’t simply 
opt out of mandatory state law —but state law itself can be 
changed via initiatives and propositions. 

“There is no legal authority or case precedent authoriz- 
ing fewer than a majority of state voters to exempt a po- 
litical subdivision... from complying with mandatory state 
law,” Canning writes. 

At last week’s City Council meeting, Meserve made clear 
his displeasure about the ruling “in the favor of the city,” as 
he put it, and the city’s role in the matter. 

“The name of the case speaks for what this case was 
about,” Meserve said. “The City Of Arcata versus Citizens 
in Support of Measure M. The citizens of Arcata voted to 
fly the Earth flag at the top of city flagpoles and the City 
of Arcata chose to file a suit opposing what the people of 
Arcata had decided.” 

He cast state flag laws as dated, having been adopted 
during the McCarthy-era “Red Scare” era, and that Mea- 
sure M backers “may” appeal the ruling. He asked that the 
Earth flag remain at the top of city flagpoles “until this is 


fully resolved.” 

At week’s end, City Manager Karen Diemer explained 
the whys of the city’s actions. 

“Despite any personal beliefs about the ballot measure 
that an individual councilmember may hold, they as a 
whole body had to weigh the will of the voters and a strong 
desire to honor the ballot initiate process with the current 
state and federal laws,” Diemer said. “Through that lens 
they selected to follow the will of the voters by reorder- 
ing the flags the day after the election was certified, while 
simultaneously asking the court to weigh in on the legal 
conflict that was before them.” 

She noted that both the city and Measure M supporters 
“agreed to seek the most efficient process for the court’s 
consideration through a process whereby each ‘side’ pre- 
sented briefings for the court to consider.” 

Continued Diemer, “As stated in the court documents, 
there were no pertinent facts in dispute. This was simply a 
request to the courts to offer clarity as to whether the City 
is prohibited from or allowed/obligated to comply with 
Measure M based on the fact of law.” 

She said the City Council will meet and discuss next 
steps based on the court ruling and the defendant’s intent 
to appeal in closed session during one of their remaining 
April meetings on April 16 or 17. At that point, they could 
decide whether to immediately remove the Earth flag or 
continue to fly it on top pending an appeal. 


Villages | Ordinance engagement process set for completion in October 
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An ordinance is being prepared by the 
Humboldt County Planning & Building 
Department to allow the development of 
tiny house villages and emergency housing 
villages in the inland and coastal areas of 
unincorporated Humboldt County. 

Background

There 
were 655 respondents to the survey, and 
results of the survey are available on the 
county’s Tiny House Villages and Emer- 
gency Housing Villages webpage. 


The draft ordinance has been reviewed 
by relevant agencies including Calfire, 
Humboldt County’s Public Works Depart- 
ment and the county’s Building and En- 
vironmental Health divisions. Comments 
received have been incorporated into the 
draft document.

Get energized with NEC at the Earth Day Festival in Pierson Park April 21 


his is the second part of my 
| conversation with North- 
coast Environmental Cen- 
ter (NEC) Director Carolyn Grif- 
fith to help celebrate Earth Day 
on April 22. The first Earth Day in 
1970 generated excitement to save 
the planet, and action was taken 
to create the Environmental Pro- 
tection Agency, and the Endan- 
gered Species and Clean Water 
Acts within three years. I thought 
it would be interesting to get an 
update 54 years later. 

Dana Utman: What does Earth 
Day mean to you and how has it 
evolved since it was first created 
in 1970? 

Caroline Griffith: This is an 
interesting question because as 
someone who was born in 1982, 
Earth Day has always just been a 
thing. It’s almost like a Hallmark 
holiday, Valentine’s Day or Moth- 
er’s Day. I do like to celebrate it. 
At the NEC we think of it as our 
conceptual birthday, but I don’t 
like to put too much focus on just 
one day. Just like your mother 
shouldn’t just have one day that 
you treat her like she’s special, 
we should think about how we 
depend on, interact with, and re- 
spect the Earth every day. I can 
say, as someone who gets a lot of 
(public relations) emails, that it 
has definitely evolved into a gre- 
enwashing opportunity for major 
corporations, which I think would 
sadden the founders of Earth Day. 
We'll be celebrating this year at 
the Earth Day Festival in Pierson 
Park on 4/21. It’s the kick-off for 
the Decolonizing Economics Sum- 
mit and there will be music, skill 
shares, food and general camara- 
derie to energize us for the work 
ahead. 

In the year 2000 NEC Director 
Tim McKay, believed that popu- 


lation growth, forest conserva- 
tion, water quality and salmon 
preservation would continue to 
be prominent concerns. Do you 
agree? 

We have an archive of EcoNe- 
ws dating back to the late ’70s 
and it’s always amazing to me to 
read about issues that we are still 
working on, things like salmon 
preservation, water qual- 
ity and forest protection, 
which are all very linked. 
Many of the same issues 
that Tim and others were 
highlighting back then 
are still at the basis of our 
work, which is a good re- 
minder of the challenges 
we face, especially when 
we are swimming up- 
stream against the sta- 
tus quo and monied in- 
terests. I would amend 
“population growth” to 
“consumer culture” be- 
cause there is some evidence that 
population is plateauing, but our 
consumption habits and the in- 
dustries that support/create them 
show no signs of stopping, which 
is incredibly damaging. I also 
think that “population growth” 
often unfairly points the finger at 
developing nations when it’s the 
actions and consumption habits 
of wealthier nations, like the U.S., 
Russia, Japan, and China, that 
have sent us to the brink of cli- 
mate collapse. Fossil fuel produc- 
tion and consumption, plastics, 
pesticides, all of these affect water 
quality and fish, and depending on 
where facilities are located, also 
forests. Certainly climate change 
is having a profound effect on for- 
ests. So yeah, I think those partic- 
ular issues are still at the heart of 
many of the efforts we, and our 
allies, are involved in, just viewed 


through the lens of climate change 
and environmental justice. 

What are your predictions for 
the environment of the planet in 
20 years? 

No matter what we do at this 
point, there will be changes to the 
environment that were set in mo- 
tion by human behavior over the 
last 150 years. So regardless of how 
optimistic I am feeling, 
it’s easy to predict a 
future with higher sea 
levels, hotter tempera- 
tures, and more unpre- 
dictable weather. The 
severity of the changes 
depends on us. My pre- 
dictions of the future 
honestly fluctuate with 
the day and depend on 
how much faith I have 
in our ability to change. 
And by change I don’t 
just mean changing 
how our cars are pow- 
ered or where our energy comes 
from. If that energy is still power- 
ing industries that enrich a few at 
the expense of the rest of us and 
our EVs (with their toxic tires) just 
take us to and from the jobs whose 
only value is to make money, then 
we won't be addressing the prob- 
lems that are at the heart of en- 
vironmental degradation: greed, 
profiteering, and loss of connec- 
tion to the natural world. We need 
a philosophical transformation 
away from hierarchical systems 
that prioritize individual comfort 
and individual gains over the col- 
lective good. That will involve all 
of us fighting like hell against the 
tyranny of convenience and the 
pull of the status quo; we simply 
cannot keep living the way we are 
living. Extreme weather and “nat- 
ural disasters” are showing that, 
and in a way are forcing us to live 


differently and more communally 
as we have to rely on each other 
more. But on days when I believe 
we can do it, I imagine a future 
that is slower, more nature-based 
and collective in which we all have 
the privilege of taking part in food 
production or gathering, in which 
power (both electricity and po- 
litical power) is collectively held 
and controlled, in which we have 
more agency over where and how 
we live, and we don’t have to rely 
on cars to get us where we need to 
go. This will involve work, shared 
responsibility and imagination. 
Hopefully we are up to it because 
the changes we need will have to 
come from the bottom up. If we 
can’t do that, then my predictions 
for the environment in 20 years 
are pretty dire. 

Do you believe that human 
rights and worker rights are im- 
portant to address economic and 
environmental justice? 

Humans are a part of the en- 
vironment, and the environment 
is part of humans, so we can’t ad- 
dress harm to the environment 
without addressing human rights. 
When we look at the entities that 
are causing environmental harm, 
they are very often the same en- 
tities that are mistreating vulner- 
able humans, whether they are 
their workers or their neighbors, 
so the plight of the environment 
and that of workers are linked. 
Just as an example, pollution from 
oil refineries in the Bay Area af- 
fects the environment through air 
and water pollution, which then 
impacts those — both human and 
more than human- with the least 
voice who often have the least 
agency to push back against it or 
move somewhere with cleaner air 
or water. Which means they are 
the ones to suffer the worst conse- 
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quences of pollution. Workers are 
often the first to sound the alarm 
about harmful practices of indus- 
try and we need to make sure they 
feel safe enough and empowered 
to do that. It is often due to eco- 
nomic pressure — and the need 
to keep a job so they can keep a 
roof over their head and feed their 
families — that people accept the 
untenable conditions they are in 
and don’t speak up. Environmen- 
talists need to expand their work 
to include environmental and eco- 
nomic justice, or we'll never make 
any progress. 

Is it too late to stop the nega- 
tive effects of climate change? 

Well, I don’t think it’s ever too 
late to change things. There are 
many benefits to action that can 
be very fulfilling — and fun!

Talented AHS students to perform with symphony 


EureKA SYMPHONY 

EUREKA — Music Di- 
rector and Conductor Car- 
ol Jacobson will lead the 
Eureka Symphony in its 
spring concert “Distinctive 
Voices,” at the Arkley Cen- 
ter for the Performing Arts 
on the evenings 
of Friday, April 
12 and Saturday, 
April 13 at 7:30 
p-m. The concert 
will feature solo 
performances 
with the orchestra 
by the two win- 
ners of the Young 
Artist Showcase, 
Sierra Paliaga, piano, and 
Aurora Pitts, violin, and or- 
chestral works by Emman- 
uel Chabrier and William 
Grant Still. 

The concert opens with 
Espana, Rhapsody for Or- 
chestra, by the French com- 
poser Emmanuel Chabrier. 
Chabrier worked as a civil 
servant until he was almost 
40, while playing an active 
part in the Parisian artistic 
scene and writing music on 
the side. When he finally 
committed to composing 
music full time in 1880, 
his lack of an academic 
background turned out to 
be an advantage, allowing 
him to compose exactly as 
he wished. In 1882 he trav- 
eled to Spain, where he was 
entranced by Spanish mu- 
sic and dance. Combining 
traditional melodies with 
themes of his own, he cre- 
ated an exuberant piece 
that might make you think 
of a popular ditty from the 
1950s, if you are old enough 
to remember Perry Como! 

Next Aurora Pitts will 
join the orchestra for the 
Finale of Max Bruch’s first 
violin concerto. Bruch, a 
German Romantic com- 
poser, wrote more than 
200 works, including three 
violin concertos. This one 
is not only the best known 
of his three, it is one of the 
most popular violin con- 
certos in the repertoire. If 
you work your way up Clas- 
sicFM’s ranking of the fif- 
teen greatest violin concer- 
tos, big names like Mozart, 
Brahms, Tchaikovsky, and 
Beethoven will flash by, 
culminating Max Bruch’s

concerto in first place. The 
energetic third movement 
follows an_ introductory 
opening movement and 
a lushly melodic second 
movement. The concer- 
to was premiered in 1866, 
with Bruch himself con- 
ducting. 

Aurora 
(Rory) Pitts is 
16 years old 
and in her ju- 
nior year at Ar- 
cata High. She 
began studying 
violin at age 
3 with Terry 
Kramer and 
has been studying with 
Terrie Baune since age ten. 
She studies piano 
with Daniela Mine- 
va. Rory is the con- 
certmaster of the 
ArMack Orchestra, 
has been a member 
of the Eureka Sym- 
phony since 2021, 
and is a member of 
the Bach On Cham- 
ber Orchestra. She 
serves as choir di- 
rector for the First Presby- 
terian Church of Eureka. 
Rory has sung as a soloist 
with the Eureka Symphony 
and the University Singers, 
was a piano soloist with 
the All Seasons Orchestra 
in 2018, and has been a 
frequent performer with 
HLOC since age four. 

Next, first place winner 
Sierra Paliaga will play the 
opening movement of Bee- 
thoven’s Piano Concerto 
No. 2. Although it was pub- 
lished second, this is actu- 
ally the first piano concerto 
Beethoven completed. He 
brought preliminary notes 
with him when he moved to 
Vienna from Bonn in 1792, 
and seized the opportunity 
to present the completed 
composition when he made 
his debut before the Vien- 
nese public in March 1795. 

Though an early work, 
this sparkling piece hints 
at his later development, 
with rapid alternation of 
contrasting themes and 
the juxtaposition of forte 
and pianissimo passages. 
Chosen by Beethoven in 
part to showcase his own 
piano playing, it is a perfect 
choice for a young artist

like Sierra to show her art- 
istry as well. 

A Humboldt County 
local, Sierra Paliaga will 
graduate from Arcata High 
School this June. She be- 
gan piano lessons at age 9 
with Yumi Watanabe and 
has studied with Dr. Danie- 
la Mineva since age 12. 

Sierra plays piano and 
percussion in the Ar- 
Mack Orchestra and has 
sung and played ukulele 
in Valentunes. Next year, 
plans to enter a college on 
the West Coast, majoring 
in biology and continuing 
to play piano.

Following intermis- 
sion, the Eureka Sympho- 
ny will present Symphony 
No. 2 in G minor, Song of 
a New Race, by William 
Grant Still. Still, often de- 
scribed as the “Dean of 
African-American compos- 
ers,” is best known for his 
first symphony, the Afri- 
can-American, from 1930. 

His second symphony 
should be heard as well in 
order to understand Still’s 
vision. A blues theme 
opens the first movement, 
followed by a more classi- 
cal second theme. The sec- 
ond movement combines 
romantic string passages 
with folk-like instrumental 
solos, illustrating what an 
integrated society might 
sound like. In the third 
movement we hear a fast, 
energetic movement with 
jazz rhythms, suggesting 
Black music’s enlivening 
effect on modern life.

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‘A Photographic Exploration of Wigi’ reveals bay’s wonders

WIGI (HUMBOLDT BAY) — The 
first thing to know about Aldaron 
Laird’s new book, A Photograph- 
ic Exploration of Wigi (current- 
ly called Humboldt Bay) is in the 
title. Wigi is the Soulatluk (Wiyot 
language) name for the bay pres- 
ently known by its settler name. It’s 
pronounced Wi-GI, accent on the 
second syllable with a hard G. 

Laird collaborated with Wiy- 
ot tribal members who provid- 
ed their Soulatluk place names 
for the book project. (Hear place 
names pronounced by Wiyot Peo- 
ple at wiyot.us/450/3638/A-Pho 
tographic-Exploration-of-Wigi.) It 
is published by the Cal Poly Hum- 
boldt University Press. 

As one of Laird’s collaborators, 
historian Jerry Rohde wrote, “For 
decades, Aldaron has walked the 
shores of the bay, climbed its near- 
by sand dunes, and kayaked its en- 
tire periphery, taking over 25,000 
photos that reveal the beauty of 
Wigi as it might appear in some 
magical, glimmering dream. From 
those thousands of photos, Aldaron 
selected 119 for this book. For each 
photo he kept, he discarded 209

a Photographic F xploration of ell 
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others, whieh: means 2 that of those 
25,000 images, he used less than 
one percent. We might think that 
taking all those photos required a 
tremendous amount of work, but 
it soon becomes clear that Aldaron 
did not work on this book, he lived 
and breathed its very essence, so 
that every photo he did select opens 
like a window, showing us yet an- 
other wonderful facet of Wigi, this 
place of 10,000 smaller places 
where land and water so subtly, so 
strikingly meet.” 

Wiyot Tribe member Marnie 
Atkins also added a foreword, and 
Jerry Martien is included.

Though he didn’t know it, Laird 
began working on what would be- 
come the book back in 2010, when 
he took to Wigi’s waters as part of 
his Sea Level Rise VulnerabilityAs- 
sessment project. 

As part of mapping 102 miles 
of shoreline via kayak and on foot 
in ensuing years, he accumulated 
the mass of photos from which the 
ones in the book were winnowed. 

The choices were agonizing for 
Laird and his collaborators, as each 
is as breathtaking as the last. He 
uses 200 of those not selected as 
wallpaper shots for his computer. 

“Sometimes a photo pops up and 


I go, ‘Wow I can’t believe that’s not 
in the book!” 

All photos in the book are avail- 
able for custom order. You'll be 
able to view them close up during 
Laird’s photography exhibit July 13 
at Morris Graves Museum in Eu- 
reka.
